DURING THE WEEK ENDING SEPTEMBER 13, THERE WERE 265 NEW CASES 
OF CONFIRMED CHOLERA REPORTED IN CONTINENTAL PORTUGAL, INCLUDING 
FOUR DEATHS. OF THIS FIGURE, 107 CASES WERE FROM OPORTO DISTRICT, 

79 FROM LISBON DISTRICT WITH ONE DEATH AND 39 FROM FARO DISTRICT. 
DURING THE WEEK ENDING SEPTEMBER 20, THERE WERE 197 ADDITIONAL 
CASES INCLUDING ONE DEATH. OF THIS FIGURE, 59 CASES WERE FROM 
OPORTO DISTRICT, 48 FROM LISBON DISTRICT AND 37 FROM FARO 
DISTRICT WITH ONE DEATH. 

THEREFORE SINCE THE ONSET OF THE DISEASE ON APRIL 24, THERE 
HAS BEEN A TOTAL OF 2,106 CONFIRMED CASES OF CHOLERA, INCLUDING 
37 DEATHS IN CONTINENTAL PORTUGAL.
